Baptist  Hour  Plays 
Part  In  Crusade 

The  Baptist  Hour  will  lead  churches 
all  over  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  in  a  great,  simultaneous, 
evangelistic  service  on  8unday  after¬ 
noon,  April  23.  Some  280,000  churches 
are  expected  to  participate  In  this 
service. 

Plans  were  made  for  this  special 
broadcast  during  the  December  meet¬ 
ing  of  all  the  State  Secretaries  of 
Evangelism.  Following  the  meeting 
Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews,  of  Texas,  announ¬ 
ced  the  radio  program  would  be  used 
to  lead  all  the  church  services  that 
day.  This  will  mark  the  climax  of  all 
the  Evangelistic  Crusades  west  of  the 
Mississippi. 

In  commenting  on  the  broadcast  of 
this  special  program  Dr.  8.  F.  Lowe, 
Director  of  the  -Radio  Commission, 
expressed  the  conviction  that  it  would 
be  “without  doubt  the  greatest  single 
religious  broadcast  in  the  history  of 
radio.”  “Nothing  like  this  has  ever 
been  undertaken,”  he  said.  "Let  all 
God’s  people  begin  now  and  continue 
In  prayer  for  God’s  blessed  leadership 
through  His  Spirit  in  this  whole  move¬ 
ment  which  ts  for  his  glory  In  the 
salvation  of  the  lost.” 


New  Seminary  Gets  Attractive 
Offer  From  Wake  Forest  Col  lege 

▼Ides  that  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  will  pay  Wake  Forest  College 
$1,800,000,  on  or  before  January  1, 
1981,  for  489.7  acres  of  land,  on  which 
are  located  nineteen  buildings,  used 
for  administrative,  academic,  athletic, 
hospital,  dining,  dormitory,  heating, 
and  other  purposes— Including  the 
magnificent  new  chapel  and  presi¬ 
dent’s  home;  ten  residential  build¬ 
ings;  an  athletic  field;  five  all-weath- 
or  tennis  courts;  a  nine-hole  golf 
oourse;  a  concrete  stadium  seating 
1S,000;  and  200  acres  of  beautifully 
wooded  land.  In  March  this  year  the 
property  was  appraised  as  being  worth 
$3,342,107,87. 

Wake  Forest  College,  subject  to  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Baptist  8tate  Convention 
of  North  Carolina,  agrees  to  make 
available  temporary  facilities  for  the 
opening  of  the  new  seminary  by  July 
1,  1951. 

The  North  Carolina  Convention  will 
meet  In  special  session  April  27. 


Wake  Forest,  N.  C. — (BP) — A  new 
Southern  Baptist  seminary  will  open¬ 
ed  here  in  July,  1951,  If  a  recommen¬ 
dation  of  a  subcommittee  of  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  Committee  on  Theological 
Education  is  .approved  by  the  full 
committee  and  by  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  The  subcommittee, 
charged  with  responsibility  of  recom¬ 
mending  a  site  for  a  new  seminary  in 
the  eastern  area  of  the  Convention,  in 
Joint  conference  with  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Wake  Forest  College,  here 
last  week,  voted  unanimously  to  re¬ 
commend  Wake  Forest  College  as  the 
site  for  the  new  seminary.  This  recom¬ 
mendation  will  be  made  to  the  full 
committee  at  its  meeting  in  Chicago, 
May  9.  If  approved,  it  will  be  made 
to  the  Convention  the  next  day. 

The  recommendation,  signed  for  the 
committee  by  Louie  D.  Newton, 
Georgia;  J.  K  Buchanan,  Alabama, 
and  James  W.  8torer,  Oklahoma,  pro- 


Syracuse,  N.  Y. — Editors  of  church 
publications  were  urged  here  to  keep 
pace  with  an  upsurge  in  religious  in¬ 
terest  by  launching  an  intensive  re¬ 
ligious  journalism  promotion  program. 

Dr.  M.  Lyle  Spencer,  dean  of  the 
school  of-journallsm  at  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity,  told  the  31st  annual  meeting 
of  the  Associated  Church  Press  that 
“now  more  than  ever  religious  jour¬ 
nalism  can  exert  a  more  Christian  in¬ 
fluence  on  civilization.” 

(Editor’s  note:  We  learned  from  Dr. 
Spencer  that  he  is  a  native  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  Panola  county.) 

The  ACP  comprises  editors  of  Pro¬ 
testant  publications  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

Dr.  Spencer  warned,  however,  that 
the  opportunity  might  be  lost  unless 
the  church  press  adequately  promoted 
itself.  He  urged  strong  financial  sup¬ 
port  of  religious  journalism  “so  that 
It  can  expand  its  services  at  a  time 
when  people  are  ready  and  anxious  to 
know  what  the  church  has  to  say 
about  the  many  perplexing  problem* 
hi  the  world  today.” 

TIME  EDITOR  OFFERS  ADVICE 

Douglas  Auchincloss,  religious  editor 
of  Time  magaslne,  also  called  upon 
editors  of  church  publications  “to  take 
advantage  of  a  trend  toward  greater 
interest  in  religion  and  go  all  out  in 
promotion.” 

“Hollywood,  book  clubs,  and  book 
publishers,  he  said,  “know  what  to  do 
about  the  current  trend,  bat  ths 
church  press  itself  is  lagging.” 

“Religious  forces  are  on  their  mettle 
to  make  known  their  point  of  view, 
and  this  is  the  task  the  church  press 
can  do  for  them.” 

Mr.  Auchincloss  made  the  following 
recommendations : 

(1)  Place  greater  stress  on  foreign 
news.  Report  actions  and  points  of 
views  of  religious  forces  in  other  coun¬ 
tries.  Attention  to  reference,”  he  said. 

(2)  Avoid  the  temptation  to  run 
routine  sermons  and  vague  articles 
about  liturgy  and  the  contemplative 
life.

more  of  them.  Comment  on  ail  im¬ 
portant  development*. 

(4)  Print  significant  letters  by  read¬ 
ers.  They  interpret  lay  reaction  and 
give  a  publication  vitality. 

Noting  an  "increasing  sharpness  of 
debate  between  Protestants  and 
Roman  Catholics,"  Mr.  Auchincloss 
said  “such  debate  is  healthy  since  it 
is  symptomatic  of  a  vital  Interest  in 
religion." 

Dr.  Edwin  T.  Dahlberg,  pastor  of 
First  Baptist  church  here  and  former 
president  of  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention,  called  upon  the  editors 
to  emphasize  in  their  publications  the 
importance  of  evangelism  to  the 
World. 

He  stressed  that  churches  through¬ 
out  the  world  are  expressing  in  their 
evangelism  the  great  social  issues  of 
war  and  peace,  racial  brotherhood, 
and  indnstrial  justice.  Evangelism,  he 
•aid,  most  concern  itself  with  these 
issues  on  a  world  basis. 

EDITORS  ARE  PUPILS 

A  feature  of  the  meeting  here  was 
a  workshop  comprising  seminars  in 
six  areas  of  religious  journalism — 
news  writing,  article  writing,  publish¬ 
ing  problems,  editorial  writing,  picture 
editing,  and  readability  methods. 

The  seminars  were  arranged  under 
the  guidance  of  Dr.  Ronald  E.  Wol- 
•eley,  professor  of  journalism  at  Syra¬ 
cuse  University.  They  were  conducted 
by  members  of  the  university’s  jour¬ 
nalism  faculty  and  by  specialists  in 
the  various  fields. 

In  a  recommendation  made  to  the 
meeting,  Professor  Wolseiey  urged  the 
Associated  Church  Press  to  offer  it* 
members  an  evaluation  service  simi¬ 
lar  to  those  offered  educational  and 
industrial  publications.  Such  a  service, 
he  said,  comprising  a  board  of  ex¬ 
perts  in  all  fields  of  religions  jour¬ 
nalism,  would  do  much  to  improve  the 
church  press. 

At  a  business  session,  the  delegates 
voted  to  accept  nine  publications  into 
the  association,  bringing  the  total 
membership  of  the  A  CP  to  98  periodi¬ 
cals. 

In  another  action,  the  editors’  group 
•expressed  its  satisfaction  to  Presi¬ 
dent  Truman  for  his  acceptance  of 
Myron  Taylor’s  resignation  as  envoy  to 
the  Vatican.  It  voiced  a  "profound 
hope,  sustained  by  unalterable  convic¬ 
tion,”  that  no  successor  to  Mr.  Taylor 
would  be  appointed  and  that  the  of¬ 
fice  he  held  would  be  abolished. 

The  editors  expressed  the  further 
hope  that  “no  steps  will  now  or  later 
be  taken  by  the  Department  of  State 
toward  the  constitutional  establish¬ 
ment  of  an  American  embassy  at  the 
Vatican  by  the  appointment  of  an 
ambassador  for  confirmation  by  the 
Senate.” 

REPORTS  ON  FOREIGN  AFFAIRS 

Another  session  was  devoted  to  re¬ 
ports  given  by  foreign  religious  jour¬ 
nalists  in  this  country  and  by  editors 
of  American  church  papers  who  re¬ 
cently  returned  from  visits  abroad.

Attendance  at  the  trustee  meeting 
was  lighter  than  usual  because  of  a 
conflict  with  the  simultaneous  re¬ 
vivals  being  held  in  Baptist  churches 
west  of  the  Mississippi.  Time  for  the 
next  annual  session  was  changed  to 
March,  1951,  to  avoid  conflict  with 
the  simultaneous  revivals  to  be  held 
next  April  each  of  the  Mississippi.

Home  Demonstration 
Club  Reactivates

Palestine  Church 

“One  year  ago  the  rural  church  in 
the  Palestine  community  of  Hinds 
county  was  only  a  historic  building; 
today,  thanks  to  the  Palestine  Home 
Demonstration  Club,  it  is  the  most 
compelling  force  in  the  community,” 
said  Miss  Mary  Gardner,  home  demon¬ 
stration  agent. 

The  early  home  demonstration  club 
meetings  were  held- in  the  old  church 
building  which  according  to  Miss 
Gardner,  has  been  standing  for  more 
than  100  years.  The  foundation  stones 
were  cut  from  a  nearby  quarry,  the 
timbers  are  of  heart  wood  and  the 
benches  hand  hewn. 

During  the  years  after  the  Civil 
War  the  church  lost  much  of  its 
signifiance  and  for  the  past  21  years, 
until  last  February,  there  were  only 
afternoon  services  conducted  twice 
monthly  by  a  neighboring  pastor. 

For  a  time  the  church  was  without 
a  preacher  so  the  Home  Demonstra¬ 
tion  Club  women  made  arrangements 
with  a* student  preacher  of  Mississippi 
College  at  Clinton,  to  preach  every 
other  Sunday. 

The  student,  who  was  studying  un¬ 
der  the  O.  I.  Bill,  agreed  to  serve 
them.  Although  they  could  only  pay 
$50  a  month,  he  felt  that  he  could 
help  the  community  and  at  the  same 
time  help  himself  by  getting  valuable 
experience.  ' 

The  Home  Demonstration  Club 
women  made  It  their  club  endeavor 
to  supplement  this  meager  salary  with 
farm  produce.  Dividing  their  best  with 
the  mlnltser. 

A  systematic  plan  was  set  up  by 
which  the  pastor  and  his  family  were 
supplied  with  eggs,  butter,  poultry  and 
fresh  vegetables  all  the  time.  When 
a  second  son  was  born  Into  the  family 
the  club  women  gave  a  stork  shower 
which  took  care  of  all  the  baby’s 
needs. 

The  membership  of  the  church  in¬ 
creased  from  14  to  65  after  it  was  re-

My  Impressions  Of 
Woman's  College

There  is  a  deep  devotional  atmos¬ 
phere  pervading  the  entire  campus. 
The  very  spirit  of  the  campus  is  con¬ 
ductive  not  only  to  learning,  but  to 
development  of  real  character  as  well. 
And  character,  tt  seems  to  me,  is  a 
real  basis  for  genuine  education. 

Mississippi  Baptists  ought  not  to 
stop  merely  with  being  proud  of 
Woman’s  College — as  well  as  their 
other  schools  and  Institutions — but 
ought  to  endorse  it,  promote  It,  pray 
for  It,  and  support  K  Lip  profession  Is 
not  enough;  only  whole-hearted  loyal- 
ty  will  suffice.

informed.  Many  of  the  present  legisla¬ 
tors  ought,  under  God,  to  be  dropped 
out  of  the  Legislature  for  the  spke  of 
our  beloved  state.  A  time  like  this 
demands  statesmen,  not  mere  politi¬ 
cians. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  many 
Ood  honoring.  God  fearing,  sane, 
sober  men  In  the  Legislature  who  have 
consistently  fought  for  right  and 
righteousness.  Our  hats  are  off  ta 
them!  You  can  ill  afford  to  lose  those 
men  from  the  Legislature.  Had  It  not 
been  for  the  bold,  courageous,  per¬ 
sistent  fight  sf  these  men  the  Legis¬ 
lature  would  have  voted  to  legalise 
hard  liquor  in  Mississippi  These  men 
are  not  “for  sale.” 


Two  weeks  ago  In  this  column  we 
ran  the  final  vote  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  on  House  Bill  446. 
This  bill,  as  it  was  passed,  gives 
municipalities  of  2,500  population  and 
up  the  privilege  to  vote  or  the  beer 
question.  This  is  a  vicious  btll  which 
affects  only  the  dry  counties.  The 
beer  crowd  has  pulled  for  this  all 
along.  They  have  never  been  able  to 
vote  beer  Into  a  county  where  it  has 
been  voted  out.  They  may  be  able  to 
take  some  of  our  dry  towns  from  the 
dry  column  by  cutting  off  the  vote  of 
the  rural  people.  Many  of  the  legis¬ 
lators  who  represent  dry  counties  vot¬ 
ed  for  the  bill.  Twenty^Mx  were  either 
absent  or  did  not  cast  a  vote  on  this 
vicious  bill— some  of  them,  perhaps, 
trying  to  play  both  sides.  (“Ye  cannot 
serve  God  and  mammon.")  They  make 
the  record;  we  are  going  to  give  it  to 
the  people.  You  would  do  well  to  keep 
the  vote  as  run  two  weeks  ago,  also, 
the  ones  we  shall  run  in  this  column 
showing  how  your  representatives  vot¬ 
ed.  There  have  been  several  bills 
which  were  wet  and  dry  issues  You 
can  tell  whether  or  not  your  repre¬ 
sentatives  went  with  the  liquor  crowd. 

Through  this  department  we  are 
doing  all  we  can  to  suppress  crime 
and  lawlessness,  moot  of  which  stems 
from  beverage  alcohol.  We  are,  also, 
trying  to  promote  civic  righteousness 
and  good  government.  The  only  way 
to  have  good  government  and  secure 
the  health  and  happiness  of  our 
people  is  to  send  worthy  men  to  the 
Legislature.  The  same  Is  true  with 
reference  to  all  offices  of  public  trust. 

Most  of  our  Mississippi  counties  will 
elect  good  men  to  office — men  so  dry 
they  can’t  spit — If  we  create  public 
opinion  and  arouse  the  people.  Chris¬ 
tian  leaders  should  see  to  it  that  this 
is  done.  True  Christians  will  vote  for 
men  who  are  unalterably  opposed  to 
beverage  alcohol  and  who  will  vote 
against  every  liquor  bill  if  they  are

I  THEME  OK  THE  LESHON,  JUSTICE 
How  are  men  to  secure  k?  The  answer 
to  that  question  is  God.  God  in  our 
national  affairs,  Ood  in  our  state  gov¬ 
ernments,  God  in  our  social  life,  Ood  in  » 
the  fabric  of  our  economic  system,  Ood 
on  our  rooftrees,  Ood  on  our  door  posts, 
God  in  our  family  circles,  and  God  in  all 
our  hearts.  The  traitors  in  our  govern¬ 
ment  and  those  suspected  of  treachery 
are  men  and  women  every  one  of  whom 
as  long  ago  dismissed  God  from  their 
lives. 

We  talk  of  the  unbelief  of  scientists 
»nd  while  we  do  we  should  remember 
that  scientists  of  the  past  who  turned 
their  backs  upon  God  with  that  turn¬ 
ing  eliminated  from  their  lives  sod 
from  their  teachings  any  definite  stand¬ 
ard  of  ethical  conduct  and  personal 
and  public  righteousness.  But  and  If  we 
do  not  so  answer  this  paramount 
question,  what  then?

The  law  was  so  stretched 
in  practice  that  custom  came  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  sale  of  orphan  children  for  the 
debts  of  their  parents.  Against  this  cus¬ 
tom  Nehemiah  uttered  sharp  rebuke  and 
Amos  hurls  his  keen  denunciation  of 
the  sacred  name  of  Ood.  The  man  or 
woman  who  could  not  pay  even  a  slight 
debt  was  sold  Into  slavery  for  the  price 
of  a  pair  of  sandals,  often,  most  likely, 
for  a  pair  of  Sunday  sandals  for  the  rich 
wife  of  the  creditor.  So  greedy  had  be¬ 
come  the  creditor  class  and  with  such 
becoming  had  become  ao  lacking  In 
sympathy  for  the  unfortunate. 

3.  The  wrongs  the  luxury-loving  woman 
wrought  the  poor  In  order  to  pamper 
sated  appetites  snd  quench  the  mounting 
thirst  for  fine  wine.
